„ Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 25.—There is 
not even the slightest outward evi- 
dence that the country is on the verge 
of war. Even in military circles there 
Is no excitement, though 
unceasing 


preparation is going on. The reports 
emanating from Turkish quarters that 
the government is in danger of being 
carried away by popular excitement 
and that Bulgaria is likely to take the 
first hostile stens. may be regarded as 
ridiculous inventions. It is, however, 
a fact that all hope of good results 
from the Turkish promises of reform 
has long disap»eared, and the feeling 
is growing that war Is the sole solu- 
tion to the Macedonian problem, the 
only question being whether it will 
come this autumn or be postponed un- 
til spring.

It was 
found in five feet of water near Mi- 
ami. Its cargo, which has only been 
partly examined, has been found to 
consist of silver ore.

o\er the state. There are many coun- 
ties, principally in the northern and 
eastern parts of the state, where the 
wheat has produced from 
good to 


even excellent, but the great amount 
of poor wheat has brought the aver 
age for tne state down to 
80 per 


cent, of a fair average. 
Many 
re- 


ports show as low as six and eight 
bushels per acre, but there are re- 
ports of as high as thirty-five bushels 


P«r acre. Where *JM >^Mt i» hart 
im product it ts'mo* generally poor 
in quality, the grain being light and 
shriveled.
